BDMONTON — Barring un- 
foreseen delays, the long-await- 
ed findings of the Mahaffy Roy- 
al Commission should be in the 
hands of the government. ‘this 
week—possibly by the time this 
report ‘appears iin print. 

Last week, members of~ the 
commission headeq by Calgary 
Lawyer James ©. Mahaffy were 
working on the finial draft of 


on evidence taken during 
months of public hearings in Ed- 
moniton, 


Meanwhile, political circles 
are humming with speculation. 
over what, the commission will 


charges hurled at the Social 
Credit government during. tthe 
1955 séssion of the. legislature 
and ‘the bitter campaign which 
preceded the snap election last 
June. 

Most observers are wonder- 
ing mainly -what. will happen 
after the report is made public. 
Will it create a new political 
uproar, or will it merely fizzle 
out and die fa natural death? 

One guess is as good as an- 
other at this point, but. don’t 
forget the government pushed 


‘through an entirely new Election 
‘Act at the recent session of the 


Jegislature, and. it’s not- beyond 
tthe realm of possibility that an- 
other election could be called 
on the strength of the commis- 
sion’s findings.. 

This tis seen by observers as a 
possibility if the commission’s 


.  peport is strorigly in favor of the 


government, Social Credit -for- 
‘ces could use it as a weapon to 
‘recover losses sustained in the 
vote last year, 

Of course, if the report goes 
against the government, oppo- 
sition forces might ‘be expected 
tto demand an election.. On the 
other hand, if the report does 
not lean strongly one way or 


' tthe other, ‘the. whole issue could 


do a fast fade-out; 

Until ‘the findings are made 
public, all anyone dan do.is spec- 
ulate. The report probably: will 
be released .by~Premier Mann- 


ing at one of his usual afternoon
